news agency said. “Careful comb- 
ing operations are continuing up 
the hills and in the bushes, but so 
for we have not found anything,"

The attack injured six people, 
but the rockets fell shon of their 
targets - including the U.S. 

. Embassy and-culturnl center — 
ondcaused little damage. 

Two charred vehicles, appar- 
ently destroyed and left by the 
fleeing anackers, contained rock- 
et launchers and explosives. 

The launchers appeared home- 
made, said Hamid Gul, former 
head of the country’s secret ser- 
vice. “Rockets are easily avail- 
able in the market, and there are 
such'good launchers. I don't 
know why they used such crude 
launchers,” he said.

Africa (AP) - Winston ChurchiU 
emerged unscathed from a Boer 
war bottle a century ago, but his 
granddoughior was slightly 
injured Saturday while commem- 
orating the bloody dash. 

Celia Sandys, whose grandfa- 
th^er was present at the Jan. 24- 
25, 1900, battle of Spioenkop, 
fired a miniature cannon to mark 
me start of a road race being held 
.In his name. The cannon back- 
fired, peppering Sandys' face 
wth grains of black powder, the 
South African Press Association 
reponed. 

The gunpowder also stained 
her dress, but missed Sandys' 
eyes. "They re-enacted the 
lyido-Boer War for real and Pm 
the first cn.sualty," Sandys sold. 

Long before he became 
minister, 

Churchill was a correspondent 
for a British newspaper, the 
Morning Post, as well as a cav^ ’ 
lieutenant during the 1899-1902 
Anglo-Bocr War. 

. The battle centered on 
Spioenkop, a rocky hill whose 
name in Afrikaans means “Spy 
Hiii.!Uritisli troops took the 
, acre-wide summit during a ni^t 
attack, but because of darkness 
and early-morning mist, dug their 
trenches in the wrong places and 
made them too shallow. 

After the summer sun burned 
off the mist, Boer gunners blew 
the Bridsli troops cowering in tlic 
trenches to pieces.

The odor issue has been a pri- 
ority for Achs, he said, who has 
made sure all odor-producing 
sices arc at least one mile from 
the nearest dwelling place, which 
included moving one finishing 
site that had previously been 
located a half-mile from a resi- 
dence. 

“We're going to ensure that 
everything, to our best efforts, 
will be at a minimum of a mile," 
Achs said. 

Environmental and quality of 
life concerns remain at the fore- 
front of many people’s minds, as 
they look eastward to hog farm 
catastrophes and nuisance prob- 
lems in other states. 

"Often times, these facilities 
give communities a snapshot of 
how wonderful they’re going to 
be,” said Melissa Elliott, Icgisla. 
cive'dircctor with the Rocky 
MouiTcain ' Farmer’s Union. 
Colorado passed its first set of 
regulations earlier this year after 
an u^y history of environmental 
problems related to hog forms. 

Two miles is the closest resi- 
dence to 3 waste-management 
area at the 2$,000-hog Bell Farms 
in Lamar, Colo., said Monty 
Torres, direaor of environmental 
health and land use for Prowers 
County, and most complaints ore 
only heard within a half .mile. 

With the same methane 
digester as Big Sky Farms is 
piuposing, Bell Forms has caused 
few problems, according Elliott. 
The digester is designed to recy- 
cle energy back into the facilities, 
reduce odor and help convert 
manure fertilizer. 

What environmental concerns

Anticipating a promised law- 
suit from a national atheist lender 
and his Idaho affiliates, the Boise 
junior Chamber of Commerce is 
planning a “Cross Walk" rally on 
Nov. 27 to gatlicr public support 
for the landmark. 

_ The Jaycees hope to have at 
least 3,000 people turn out for the 
walk, which will begin at the 
Depot and end at the Capitol. 

; The group calls the cross a 
‘ “muchdoved'Boise landmark.” 
wliich has taken on a significance 
beyond the original, obvious sjto- 
holism. “Granted, for 90 percent 
of the people around here it is a 
religious symbol,” said Lee Croft, 
a Jaycec member. “But it stands 


for other tilings, too. It’s a symbol 
of freedom." 

The cro.ss has been the focal 
point of controversy since soinc 
up in 1956. 

Rob Sherman, a nationally, 
known atheist activist, promised 
to challenge the cross os an ille- 
gal symbol of intolerance during 
a recent speaking engagement at 
Boise State University. 

Sherman, a Qticogo-based civil 
jibentman and Internet personid- 
ily, said he is gatlicring informa- 
tion for a legal challenge and is 
working with Idaho Adicisis, who 
sponsored his speaking engage- 
ment.' 

Across tJie nation, Sherman has 
taken part in efforts to remove 
religious symboLs from public 
property, including city water 
towers and the uniforms of 
municipal employees. 


The cross is an affront to those 
of non-Christian beliefs and 
should never have been allowed 
Co go up on what was then public 
land, Sherman said. 

“It seems like an embarrass- 
ment to the Boise comrouiuty.”
